We do not 
sec that there is a "long felt waul 
supplied" in its publication. We fear 
it will not succeed financially, and 
will have to follow the other public- 
ations to their long silent graves and 
have behind it t he sublime memory 

and wreck upon the sands of financial 
failure. We have too many publi- 
cations and institution papers for the 
benefit of the silent people, such as

In 
this case it is hardly advisable to 
venture another ship upon the new s 
paper ocean hoisting the deaf-mute 
flag at its top main mast. To so 
it will require another class of paper, 
published in different language from 
the high-toned publication to suit the 
of the deaf-mute community, 
such as the IH\r Ml res' JOUKS 
doing, which is more popular with all 
classes of deaf-mutes. 

A nice type w ritten circular from 
the Department of the Interior, 

Census office, at Washington, D. c.. is 

on our table. It says the office is 
determined to spare no efforts to 
secure fuller and more aOCUl 
statistics of the deaf in the eleventh 
census, to be taken this year, than 

have heretofore been obtained. You 

will he called upon to render assistance 
in various wavs, and it is hoped \ oil 
will respond cheerfully and promptly 
to all the demands that may be made 
upon you." 

It goes on 10 say that the enutner- 
often fail to obtain full and ac- 
curate returns concerning the deaf. In 
some cases this is from a lack ol 
munication between the enumerators 
and the deaf-mute. In order to re- 
medy this defect as far as possible, it 
is proposed this year to ask the as- 
sistance of intelligent deaf persons 
■hout the country. In this way 
it is hoped to obtainiuuch mor< 
isfacton returns than through the 
enumerators alone. It also refers 
to the collection of marria 
of the deaf. We consider this 
to be a oommedable work, which has 
been undertaken before. This 
shows enterprising spirit in the In 
itcd States, which has not been

Here are 
twenty-three changes, an average of 
nearly live a year in the corps of 
teachers alone, not counting the 
changes in other departments too 
numerous to keep trace of. Twenty 
of these changes were totally uncalled 
for, unnecessary, and with any other 
man in his place would not have 
occurred. 

These removals were not made for 
want of ability, not for want of inte- 
grity, nor of inattention to duty, but 
because they did no! view his acts and 
administration in the light he desired. 
A little personal resentment at honest 
opinions honestly expressed, or a lit- 
tle personal ]>i«pie, was sufliciont lore- 
move the ablest servant of the insti- 
tution, and he never gave a single one 
of I hem iin Oppor t unity to defend 
himself against his "star chamber" 
accusal ions. Hut such persons can- 
not he disgraced by such acts. They 
were dismissed,- but were not dis- 
graced. 

All these removals and resignations 
were among the best and most experi- 
enced teachers. Vet, with a tingle 
exception, he has tilled all these places 

with persons who up to the time of 

their selection knew nothing whal- 

ibout teaching the deaf, and 

many of whom give more of their time 

to studying ami practicing medicine, 

studying law or theology, and dab* 
Ming in real estate, than to their 
legimitate school dul li 

This is a line record, indeed, of 
which he may well be proud, seeing 
that no other superintendent ,,|' ;l 
similar institution in all the land can 
it one to even approximate it. 
Such wholesale changes within so 
short a space of time would appall an 
ordinary superintendent at tie bare 
thought of Hie elfect upon the Intel 
lectual growth of the pupils, lint 
Mr. I'ratt is not an ordinary superin- 
tendent. Far from it. lie' i H a mod 
extraordinary one. lie is absolutely 

the only man in the profession with 
whom experience has seemed to count 
for nothing. 

Now as to the results of all this. 
They are exaclly what can be readily 
anticipated and discounted by anyone 

conversant with the instruction of the 
deal. The standard of the classes in 
the institution has been steadily low- 
ering, indeed it were amirale were it 
otherwise under the circumstances 
We have hut to look at the present 
"High Class," high now only in 
name- to realise the degradation to 
which the school has been brought. 
What was once the highest ambition 

of the brightest pupils to reach ami 

graduate from, is now their laughing 
stock. Out of fifteen pupils compos- 
ing this class, only three will he fit for 
graduation in June, and Mr. I'ratt 
knows it. Of these three, not one can 
he claim as a regular graduate of his 
school, all having come to him from 
other schools to finish theii education. 
All the rest of the class are offscour-

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Aii animated discussion followed 
the introduction of the intermarriage 
question, and the impression prevail- 
ing in many quarters, that the increase 

in deafness had its main cause in the 
intermarriage of the deaf, was denied 
outright. Dr. Hell's theory of a 
"deaf variety of the human race" 
came in for a share of attention, and 
was laughed at, the prevailing idea 
being that its author's opinions wen 
of little value, his knowledge of tin 
deal and their education being 
theoretical and biassed rather than 
broad and practical. The concensus 
Of opinion favored the intermarriage 
of educated deaf-mutes in families 
free from all taint of hereditary deaf 
ness. It was conceded that such 
marriages were productive of more 
domestic happiness and better mutual 
Understanding than resulted in the 

majority of marriages of the deaf to 

the hearing, though there were not 
wanting instances of happy marriages 
of deaf people with those who could 
hear. 

A peculiar circumstance, which at 
tended this discussion, and which im 
pressed me very forcibly at the time, 
was that none of the delegates, having 
hearing consorts, and who had :il 
other limes shown a fellow-feeling 
with Dr. Bell, had anything to say on 
the subject. It seemed to me lhal at 
|Uefa I time, and in such a gathering, 
it was proper to put (heir opinions, if 
they had any, on record, either OT0

had DOt " caught the speaker's eye," 
or deemed the subject beneath their

Resolved, That Ihe above be published to 

the world as the sentiments of the deal 

mutes gathered from all nations, in ilii 
Congress, held at Paris, July II i;. 1889, 

These resolutions embody the de- 
liberate opinion Of a congress, cm 
bracing representatives of all the sys- 
tems in vogue for instructing the 
Deaf, and, coming from an assembly

the " Pure Oral," " Manual" and 

"Combined" methods, and who argue 

from personal experience ami not

the strain came, it found bis vitality 
beyond Ihe elastic limit. lie had no 
pleasure save in work, but it was 
work in which conscience had its per- 
fect lea\ ening power."
